The fact that s man accustomed tc 
city life as a customs broker found 
the work of portaging hard is nothing 
wonderful. It would be wonderful if 
he did not. But that does not neces- 
sarily prove anything against the 
practicability or suitability of the 
route for those who are suited for it. 
Supposing Mr. Mitchell had gone to 
Dawson City by balloon, if he intend- 
ed to follow the avocation of a pros- 
pector and miner, he would have to 
face ‘just such hardships as he had to 
at the Rat tiver portage. If he 
could not face them at Rat River he 
could not have faced them at Dawson. 
Thousands of others who supposed that 
their difficulties were over when they 
reached Dawson, and found that they 
were only tezinning, have either sat 
down and done nothing or gone out 
of the country and home by the 
easiest route. What is the matter 
with the Star giving a few of the 
experiences of these men, dozens of 
which must in the nature of things 
have come under its notice. The effort 
of the Star to prevent people taking 
either Edmonton route is an effort to 
prevent the prospecting and develop- 
ment of the interior of Canada; a 
development which would be entirely 
Canadian, and for Canadian benefit 
only. But the Star is nothing if not 
treacherous. 

Incidentally, no doubt unthinking- 
ly, the interview with Mr. Mitchell 
contains information that is of great 
importance in that it confirms the 
fact that interior Canada has a prac- 
ticable ocean port. When Mr. Mit- 
chell turned back from the attempt to 
ascend Rat River he went down the 
Mackenzie with Rev. J. O. Stringer 
to Herschel Island, in the Arctic 
ocean. There he took passage on 
the United States whaling vessel, 
Wanderer, 300 tons burden, and left 
Herschel Island for Behring straits on 
August 25th. The fleet of the Pacific 
Steam Whaling Company, whose sta- 
tion is at Herschell Island, and which 
had a very successful season in 
the Arctic at the mouth of the Mac- 
kenzie, went out ai the same time. 
One of these vessels, the Grampus, 
had taken 36 whales. The Wanderer 
had taken 7. The point of interest 
in this information is that there is 
unbroken steamboat navigation from 
Great Slave lake to a port on the 
Arctic ocean, on Herschel Island. 
A number of ocean vessels sail be- 
tween San Francisco and this port 
every season in the ordinary way of 
business This being the case there 
is a possibility of cheap transport for 
the products of the galena deposits now 
known to exist on Great Slave lake in 
immense quantities. These deposits are 
not valueless by reason of being far re- 
moved from cheap trausportation. 
On the contrary they have water 
transportation to all parts of the

that they would not otherwise possess. 

If the Star and some of the other 
eastern papers would spend as much 
time and space in writing up Canada 
and its resources as it does in writing 
them down Canada would not have to 
lament a million Canadians in the 
States, as at present, and Canada 
would bea much better country to

ACROSS THE MOUNTAINS. 


Revelstoke is on the east bank of 
the Columbia at its second crossing 
by the C. P. R., and is an important 
mining and distributing centre. It 
is also a C. P. R. divisional point 
and junction. It has all the marks 
of a live and progressive place— 
plenty of new stylish looking build- 
ings, and lots of bustle on the streets. 
The population is said to have doub- 
Jed within the past year. The evi- 
dence of being in a mining region 
was brought forcibly to the notice of 
the railway passengers. Just as the 
train pulled in to the station several 
sharp reports were heard from the 
brow of the hill overlooking the 
town. The sound was from the 
setting off of several blasts in the 
work of developing a mining property. 
Whether it was a real piece of de- 
velopment work or only an advertis! 
ing device, or whether the informa- 
tion given as to the purpose of the 
work was incorrect, it was a most 
effective way of attracting favorable 
attention, There are mining pro- 
perties east and west of Revelstoke 
accessible by rail—eastward up the 
Illecillewaet and westward in the 
Eagle pass—and also north and south, 
accessible by the Columbia river. 
The Big Bend district is about 100 
miles to the north and seems to be a 
region of excellent prospects ; but the 
most substantial footing of Revelstoke 
as a mining centre is in the Lardeau 
and Trout lake district, about fifty 
miles to the southeast. But there 
will haves to be some railway con- 
struction from the head of an arm of 
Arrow lake before this district can be 
fully developed. 

It is, however, as a distributing 
centre that Revelstoke is of most 
interest to producers east of the 
mountains. It is the point at which 
trade turns off the main line to reach 
the Sandon, Nelso and Rossland 
districts, and is also the first point 
at which United States competition 
in produce is met. The Columbia 
with its expansions, the Arrow lakes, 
forms a magnificient water way from 
the C. P. R. at Revelstoke to the 
Spokane and Northern at Northport. 
Along this water way produce is 
shipped to Lardeau for Trout lake, to 
Nakusp for Sandon to Robson. for 
Nelson,{ and to Trail for Rossland. 

The waterway has been shortened 
at the north end by a short branch 
railway from Revelstoke down the 
Columbia to Arrowhead at the head 
of the Upper Arrow lake, and at the 
south end by rail from Robson to 
Trail, thereby avoiding some, at times, 
difficult river navigation. On the 
stretch of lake and 1iver navigation. 
from Arrowhead to Robson the C.P.R. 
run a magnificent passenger steamer, 
the Rossland, besides freight steamers. 
They also run railway barges from 
Arrowhead to Nakusp, so that al- 
though there is a break in the actual 
railway connection from Arrowhead 
to Nakusp, unbroken car loads are 
taken from say Edmonton right to 
Sandon. Beyond Sandon from the 
north end of Slocan lake they are 
taken by other railway barges to the 
south end of Slocan lake. There 
they take the railway again and can 
be run by rail eastward to Nelson, or 
westward to Robson and Trail, and 
shortly, as soon as the guage on the 
Hienzie road is widened, from Trail 
to Rossland. Besides this the Colum- 
bia & Western extension into the 
Kettle river country, now under con- 
struction, is reached at Brooklyn, at 
the south end of the lower Arrow 
lake, and about twenty miles nearer 
Revelstoke than Robson. So that 
without the Crow’s Nest railway at 
all there is a complete system of 
practically all rail communication 
from Revelstoke throughout West 
Kootenay in the hands of the C. P. 
R. Practically all rail because the 
stretches of navigation on which 
railway barges are used do not freeze. 
To meet this C. P. R. system, 
the Spokane & Northern railway, 
wai Ong - : “3 Great Northern 
system, extends from North 
the Columbia direct to Hes tad 
Kootenay lake, and to Rossland west 
of the Columbia. Both railway com. 
panies are therefore in a position to 
do business throughout the West 
Kootenay country. The interest of 
Edmonton is of course in the trade 
from Revelstoke, and every improve- 
ment in transportation from that 
point isa benefit to us, if taken ad- 
vantage of. Of course the same 
waterway which allows our produce 
to circulate freely through the Koote 
nay also allows vhat of the State of 
Washington to meet us at all points, 
—and it must be. said, with a large 
measure of success. This is partly 
due to already established business 
connections, to the fact that we were 
later in the race, to the fact that we 
have much the longer haul, and it 
must be confessed somewhat to the 
fact that we have not taken hold of 
the opportunities offered in a con- 
fident and business like way. At the 
same time a very large business is 


potatoes, etc.; and 

conditions of demand and supply 
became more firmly established and 
means of communication and rates 
are still further improved we will 
gain in the race. It will never do, 
however, for either producers oF 
dealers to imagine that they heve the 
Kootenay to themselves. ey have 
a keen, alert, and favorably situated 
competitor already in possession, aD 
must make their calculations accord: 
ingly. At the same time the trade is 
there. It is growing rapidly ; senti- 
ment is becoming more and more 
favorable to us all the time, and we 
should get the lion’s share of the trade. 

To aid Northwest trade in eggs, 
butter and other perishable products 
the Dominion department of agri- 
culture established a cold storage 
warehouse at Revelstoke. This. was 
under rental during the past summer, 
the conditions being such as to 
adequately protect the shipper. The 
actual or possible agricultural pro- 
duction in West Kootenay is practi- 
cally nothing, as far as supplying 
even the local demand is concerned. 
As ascenic route the steamboat trip 
down the Arrow lakes and Columbia 
river to Robson is said to be unsur- 
passed. The steamer runs down one 
day and back the next. When the 
Ciow’s Nest road is in operation it 
will be possible to cross the moun- 
tains on the main line to Revelstoke, 
take steamer to Robson and return 
eastward by the Crow’s Nest pass,—a 
trip which would occupy very little 
time and have many attractions. 

The train pulls out from Revel- 
stoke in the evening, crosses the 
Columbia and enters the Eagle pass 
through the Gold range. A dining car 
is attached and dinner served, but 
owing to the late lunch at Glacier is 
not largely patronized. Darkness 
set in about the time of leaving 
Revelstoke. On the train from 
Revelstoke as far as Sicamous junc- 
tion was Mr. Pelly, who with a Mr. 
Wright, had gone from Edmonton to 
Dawson in the fall and winter of 
97 ~by the Liard river route. Mr. 
Pelly had reached Dawson in June 
98, but had not remained long, and 
came out by the White pass. The 
parties had split up in going up the 
Liard in the winter. They were in 
the position that if they took their 
supplies with them they would be too 
long getting there, and if they went 
on and left their supplies they might 
not be able to live after they got 
there. Pelly pushed on, and Wright, 
the Camsell boys, and Dan Carey 
and son stayed by the supplies. Mr. 
Pelly had seen A. E. Lee, M. Velgue, 
H. Woodward, Jas. Shand, Atkinson, 
DeWolf, W. J. Graham, and W. 
Shreeves, who had gone by the Liard 
route, and W. D. Matheson, M. 
Matheson, F. M. Robertson, F. 
Hardisty, Capt. Segers, S. A. McNeill 
and F. G. Taylor, who had gone by 
the Peel river route. He was at 
Houle Canon on the Pelly river, 
(named after a relative of Mr. Pelly) 
at the time Gibney, of Edmonton, 
and Balaam, of Sault Ste Marie, were 
drowned, and Kennedy of Vancouver 
died of the shock, McNeeley, of Sault 
Ste Marie, had fallen behind at Devil’s 
portage and was no doubt{the man whose 
body the Indians found in the spring. 
Thedrowning of Gibney an Balaam was 
the result of their own recklessness 
in running the canon, when they 
should have portaged around it. Mr. 
Pelly is interested in mining claims in 
the Okanagan va!ley and makes his 
home at Vernon.

In order to_have a correct idea of what 
kind of a market our beloved town is in 
need of, it must be said thet we do not 
want tall expensive brick stractures with 
cut stone fronts to house our farmers with 
their teams; but that we do want a re- 
spectable fair-sized piece of ground, where 
our farmers are able to turn around in. 
Mr, Editor, you say “‘ the site selected is a 
very suitable one, the more so, because it 
adjoins the fire hall,already town property.” 
Then you go on and tell us that the area is 
not as large as is desirable, but possibly 
sufficient for present needs. How will it 
be, should the site prove insufficient even 
for present needs, which to my opinion it 
would already be if it was twice the size ? 


But suppose it would be made to do for 
a few years, then perhaps naturally people 
would build ail around the market, thereby 
raising the value of real estate around the 
site, say one hundred per cent.; then are 
the ratepayers again called upon in case 
they want the site enlarged to buy new 
properties and old shacks thereon that 
would not stand the moving, at double of 
the erormous figures as in the present case? 

It is my main purpose in these lines to 
obviate any false conception with regard to 
the price of the site compared with Block 
X, at which comparison you hinted by 
saying that the price of the selected site 
is about on a par with the offer made by the | 
town for Block X. 


It must be remembered, that the value of 
the land-en Block X exceeds considerably 
the value of lauds of the proposed site, and 
it must be remembered that the area of 
Block X_ is six times as large as that of the 
selected site, and that Block X has the 
advantage of an eminently central and com- 
manding position while the selected site has 
the prominence of a back street, which it 
shares with our town hall, it is true.
